"FRECKLES AND HIS’ FRIENDS 


Six-Foot Specimens Reported 
in Bristol Channel. 

_. Bristol Channel bathers are 
threatened by a new terror. 

One of the Cardiff pilots reports 


that four sharks were sighted |: 


about half a mile fromNash Point 
(on ‘the Glamorgan coast, about 
18 miles west of Cardiff.) 


The sharks are described as 
being from four to sim feet in 
length. 

Several varieties of large dog- 
fish and small sharks are found 
around the British coasts. 


The  fox-shark.. or threshor 
(known to scientists as Alopecias 
vulpes) follows the shoals of her- 
} rings, pilchards, and sprats, des- 
ij troying great not nbery, and often 
idoing much damage to nets, It 
often attains s length of 15 feet, 
including its long, narrow tail, 
which often exceeds in length the 
remainder of the body, 


The Greenland shark (Laemar- 
gus borealis, which sometimes 
stows to 25 feet, sometimes strays 
from Arctic waters tothe latitudes 
of great Britain. 

“The tope (Galeus) is a dog-fish 
commonon the coasts of Eng- 
land aod Ireland. It is of a 
slatey-gr2y colour, and attains a 
length of six feet. Another dog- 
fish (Mustelus vulgaris) is also 
common on our coasts. It ate 
tains a length of from three to 
four foet.

GERMAN GOVERMENT'S' DIFFICULTIES, 


te Berlin, Sept, 3. 

Bavaria has taken ombrage at the Imperial Government's pre 
cautionary decrees, as, for example, that in newspaper prohibitions the 
contending Federal States should first be consulted. 

There was plain speaking at a meeting of the Reichstag Vigilance 
“Committee which supérvises affairs during the Parliamentary re~ 
cess. . The Independent member, Harr Dittman, deserited Munich 
as the headquarters of monarchist plotters, to which ths Bavarian | 
delegate retorted that Bavaria was accustomed to be governed from 
Munich and not from Berlin, whom he warned not to draw the bow 
too tightly, Herr Wirth created a sensation by condemning the 
threatening tone of the Bararian’s speech, stating that the tension 
betwean ‘the working population and the parties of the right was 
enormous, Herr Wirth left it to tha Assembly to discover where 
tha responsibility lay. . 

Suppreasing Monarchist Demonstrations. 
; London, Sept. +. 

The Grmness cf the Germah Government in resolutely suppressing 
monarchist reactionary Tmovements has gained for them ‘much 
popalar respect which has hitherto been somewhat lacking, Last

'| week's events proved that German labour, both moderate and extremé, 


will support the Government to uphold the Republic. They vigorously 
suppressed monarchist demonstrations, such as the Sedan celebra- 
tions, in various parts of Germany. Bavaria, which has hitherto been 
resisting the firm measures of the Central (iovernment, appears to 
be yielding to pressure, and the Bavarian newspapers, which. defled 
the Berlin order to suspend publication, have now ceased to appear, 
The Saxon Government is strongly supporting the Central Govern- 
ment, . oS

The news from China during 
the past week bas not been very 
inspiriog. Things are moving 
slowly indeed towards the much- 
to-be-desired settlement of ‘the 
issues between north and south.

It is not easy to gauye with precision the strength of the 
movement. Meetings have been held and resolutions passed 
under the auspices uf societies with high-sounding titles 
when only half a dozen people have attended, bat as reports 
* of resolutions come along every other day ‘the assumption 
is that in the aggregate an appreciable nutober of Chinese 
are interesting themselves in their country s welfare.

* the yernacular sides.'it is emerging tote greater prominence 
and has shown syinptoms of ambition in discussing the 
Conference. Two new daily papers and a monthly magazine 
have made their appestance with a view to championing 
China’s cause in covnection with the international 
assembly. The function of the Press is to supply one of 
China's greatest needs—an educator. This premises the 
ability to ead; but even the circulation of news and opinion 
among the limited reading public helps'towards its gradual 
dissemination. The capital has got as far as to forina 
body called the Peking People’s. ‘Association, which has a 
singularly democratic ‘sound for the centre of a country 
steeped inconservatism. Low far it will justify its label 
remains tobeseen. Apparently this association . promoted 
the new monthly, the first number of which was issued the 
other day. We have not seen the publication-—from a 
description of it we judge that the magazine Is not a very 
happy example of literary propaganda, being distingnished 
more by zeal than by judgment; but the point we are 
considering at the moment is what degree of concern the 
Chinese ate exhibiting. . . 
One plan stated to have been adopted at Peking is 
admirable in principle: Whether it produces something 
_useful or ends in @ burlesque may afford ‘a criterion of the 
’ Chinese appreciation of practical olitics. “A prize is to 
- be offered for the best essay on how China's case should be 
presented to the Conference. We trust that the essays 
will not be characterised by the nugstory formalism of the 
Literati tradition, out-rivalling the empty dialectics of 
Europe's mediaeval scholiasts.. ‘Ihe Conference promises 
to provide China with an exceptional opportunity to lay 
her position before the world. With trouble in Central 
China added to the old North.and South ‘feud, there is 
preater need than ever for patriotism and statesmanship 
on the part of all factions. ;

shot was fired by a man who 
stood jo ‘the front row of the 
stalls.
